the  Finanoe  Minister  of  the  Town,  caned 
upon  Jor  a  statement  of  the  Financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Town.  The  dd&or  handled 
this  perplexing  and  difficult  subjeot  to  ex¬ 
plain,  in  view  of  tlft  short  time  at  his  dis 
posa),  in  a  very  able  manner.  He  showed 
that  the  town  waa  in  a  better  condition 
financially,  everything  considered,  than  at 
-any  previous  period.  He  spoke  of  the  in 
creased  expenditure  in  the  street  depart 
meat,  and  thought  if  the  work  done  was 
compared  with  previous  years,  they  would 
be  of  the  opinion  that  the  money  spent  was 
wisely  expended. 

O.  F.  Rattan  and  Geo.  Goodwin  had  a 
few  (juestions  to  ask,  and  Mr.  Ruttan  was 
induced  to  ascend  tbe  platform,  and  make 
a  stfort  speech.  x 

Mayor  Stevens  was  the  next  speaker,  and 
delivered  a  very  happy  address.  He  was 
pleased  to  look  into  their  smiling  faces  onoe 
more,  jmd  asked  them  for  their  votes.  He 
was  not  one  of  those  men  who  at  home  and 
abroad  were  always  crying  down  the  town. 
He  thought  we  had  as  fine  a  little  town  aB 
there  was  in  Ontario.  It  would  compire 
favorably  with  any  town  in  the  Province  in 
tbe  matter  of  walks,  streets,  etc.  He  Hjod 
glided  into  the  position  of  mayor  last  year 
without  wnv  effort  of  his  own.  He  was 
sensible  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  hint, 
and  if  elected  for  another  year  would  do  all 
in  his  power  to  promotp  the  best  interests 
of  the  town.  He  was  in  the  field  to  stay 
and  although  he<  might  make  mistakes 
occasionally  he  generally  came  out  at  the 
right  end  of  the  horn  at  the  finish. 

Reeve  elect  Carson  was  next  called  upm, 
but  had  no  desire  to  make  a  speech.  He 
thanked  them  for  the  honor,  and  wishing 
them  the  compliments  of  tbe  season  retired 
amid  great  applause. 

'  Here  I  am  again  M  said  the  deputy 
reeve.  His  object  in  again  appearing  be 
fore  the  electors  was  that  there  were 
certain  abuses  in  the  oounty  oouncil  that 
he  wished  to  see  rectified  before  he  laid 
down  the  cudgels  of  war.  He  wished  to  be 
present  at  the  oounty  oounoil  to  protest 
against  tbe  custom  now  in  vogue  there  of 
several  representatives  clubbing  together 
and  foisting  objectionable  bills  on  the 
county.  He  wished  also  to  be  present  to 
aid  in  haviDg  established  in  this  county  a 
House  of  Refuge  in  which  to  keep  the  un¬ 
fortunate  poor.  The  interests  of  economy 
and  humanity  called  for  a  change  in  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  poor  of  the  oounty.  Qver  KJOO 
bad  been  expended  by  the  town  oounoil  dar¬ 
ing  the  past  year  in  providing  for  the  poor 
of  Napaneo.  It  had  always  fell  to  his  lot 
to  have  to  tight  his  way  and  he  supposed 
that  he  would  have  to  go  on  fighting  to  the 
end.  He  had  been  censured  for  the  increas¬ 
ed  expenditure  in  the  street  department. 
Thefe  was  just  two  questions  that  the  rate¬ 
payers  need  ask  themselves.  Were  the  im¬ 
provements  made,  necessary  ?  Was  the 
money  spent  in  making  these  neoeesary 
improvements  wisely  or  unwise'y  spent  ! 
Ever  since  he  had  entered  the  council  they 
had  to  do  with  large  works.  That  would 
of  course  not  come  up  again,  such  as  the 
new  swing  bridge,  a  new  watering  cart,  etc. 
When  he  took  onarge  of  the  streets  they  had 
been  let  run  for  a  number  of  years  and 
were  in  a  bad  state  of  repairs.  He  went  in 
for  doing  good  woik,  and  doing  what  was 
needed  as  cheaply  as  possible.  Under  bis 
predecessor  91  a  load  had  been  paid  for 
metal  for  the  streets,  he  had  paid  but  50c. 
&  load,  thus  getting  two  loads  for  what  was 
formerly  paid  for  one  Daring  his  tenure 
of  office  they  had  cot  down  tbe  salaries  of 
the  town  officers  by  9800.  and  this  saying 
had  been  applied  to  the  streets.  He  did 
not  see  why  some  arrangement  could  not 
be  arrived  at  between  tbe  candidates  in  the 
field  to  render  an  election  unnecessary 
It  would  meau  a  saving  of  9100.  If  there 
was  one  third  of  the  gentlemen  in  this 
house  expressed  themselves  in  fayor  of  Dr. 
Meng,  or  of  bis  nominator,  he  won)<)  resign 
at  onoe.  He  would  like  to  see  some  arrange¬ 
ment  arrived  at  whereby  an  election  wpald 
be  unnecessary,  aad  then  yon  know  we 
oonld  apply  tbe  money  saved  to  improving 
tbe  roads.  Wishing  them  all  the  compli¬ 
ments  of  tbe  season,  Mr.  Symington  retired 
amid  great  applaoss.

The  farmer 
who  makes  it  a  point  to  send  only 
first-class  articles  to  market  will  always 
command  a  price  higher  than  the  quo¬ 
tations. 


Horse  manure,  poultry  droppings  and 
the  raking  of  the  wood  piles,  etc.,  may 
be  mixed  and  applied  to  grape  vines,  to 
be  harrowed  in,  after  which  a  heavy  ap¬ 
plication  of  lime  should  be  made  in  order 
to  assist  in  destroying  the  spores  of 
grape  root.  Although  lime  is  not  an  in¬ 
fallible  remedy  for  rot,  yet  it  will  great, 
ly  aid  in  preventing  its^pr.-ad  next  sea¬ 
son  if  applied  on  the  soil  during  the  fall 
and  winter. 

When  the  fodder  i«i  left  in  the  fields  it 
not  only  becomes  soaked  with  rain,  but 
is  blown  by  the  winds,  w  hich  also  tear 
the  blades  and  cause  waste.  Fodder 
mav  be  stored  loosely  under  a  shed  if 
wall  cured,  and  will  be  in  excellent  con¬ 
dition  for  winter  use.  If  the  corn  fodder 
is  ted  now,  and  the  hay  saved,  a  larger 
proportion  of  bulky  rood  will  be  avail¬ 
able  in  winter.  as  the  leaving  of  the 
•hocks  in  the  field  is  wasteful.

worus  am*  roseate  nues  the  benefits 
that  were  to  accrue  to  them  by  the  ad¬ 
option  of  this  preat  National  Panacea 
they  went  wild  with  onthusiasm,  and 
when  the  Liberal  leaders  undertook  to 
point  out  how  utterly  fatal  any  protec¬ 
tive  system  must  be  to  liberty  and  to 
honest  and  to  economical  govorni&ent 
they  were  frowned  down  as  croakers 
who  had  no  faith  in  the  future,  o/ their 
country. 

Hon.  Alexander  McKenzie  repeated )y 
warned  the  farmers  of  Canada  of  the 
dangers  of  this  system  and  time  has 
verified  his  prophecies.  Instead  of  the 
tall  chimneys  that  were  to  loom  up  in 
every  four  acre  plot  in  this  broad  Do¬ 
minion,  mills  lie  dormant,  and  the 
machinery  either  removed  or  long  since 
runted  and  gone  to  decay.  The  great 
home  market  that  this  wonderful  Pol¬ 
icy  was  to  produce  has  never  materi¬ 
alized,  and  instead  of  the  population  be¬ 
ing  augmented  the  country  has  not, 
during  the  last  ten  $ears,  retained  its 
natural  increase.  There  is  no  need  to 
go  away  from  homo  for  an  illustration 
of  this.  Contrast  Napanee  of  to-day 
with  the  Napanee  of  twelve  or  fifteen 
years  ago  and  how  strange  the  con¬ 
trast  seetps. 

When  Sir  Charles  Tupper  said  in 
1878  that  the  Tory  Government  would 
govern  the  country  for  less  than  that 
raised  in  taxes  by  the  McKenzie  Gov¬ 
ernment  his  words  were  quite  in  com¬ 
mon  with  tho  other  statements  made 
by  him.  The  me  venue  collected  from 
the  people  Lo  defray  the  cost  of  Liberal 
Government  was  only  $22,375,001, 
while  it  increased  to  $38,15(5,008  in 
1803  under  Tory  misrule,  or  an  in¬ 
crease  in  expenditure  amounting  to 
about  the  total  value  of  the  whole  of 
our  export  of  cheese  in  1893.  While 
the  farmers  lands  have  depreciated  ir* 
value  and  their  incomes  have  been  re¬ 
duced  under  this  pernicious  National 
Policy,  the  public  ,debt  has  been  stead¬ 
ily  piled  up,  until  it  now  reaches  the 
figure  of  $02.20  per  head  on  every  man 
woman  and  child  in  the  Dominion,  or 
an  increase  of  83  per  cent  in  10  years. 
Had  the  resources  and  wealth  of  the 
country  correspondingly  developed 
there  might  bo  found  some  juctifica- 
Don  for  so  heavily  increasing  the 
taxes,  but  onfortuuutely  neither  does 
increased  population  nor  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  resources  and  wealth  of 
the  country  warrant  any  such  in¬ 
creased  taxation.  While  the  taxes  in¬ 
creased  70  per  cent  during  the  past  15 
years,  tiie  increase  in  population  was 
only  a  fraction  over  13  per  cent. 
While  taxes  increased  70  per  cent,  ex¬ 
penditures  increased  only  56  per  cent, 
and  the  question  may  well  be  asked 
why  the  unuecesscesary  bleeding  of 
tho  taxpayer  ?  To  what  use  was  this 
surplus  of  $15,406,460  of  reueuue  over 
expenditure  applied  ?  When  we  for  a 
moment  remember,  however,  the  re¬ 
cent  disclosures  brought  out  in  the 
McGreevy-Connolly  trial,  the  Curran 
bridge  scandal, etc,,  how  the  money 
was  passed  out  of  the  treasury  chest 
to  dishonest  contractors  and  political 
wire-pullers,  to  be  returned  through 
this  channel  to  the  credit  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment's  election  fund,  little  discrep¬ 
ancies  like  these  do  not  provoke  sur¬ 
prise. 

With  Mackenzie  Bowell  as  Premier 
the  Tories  are  wedded  to  the  National 
Policy.  Tory  organs  are  just  now 
lauding  the  protection  afforded  to  the 
farmer,  by  the  National  Policy,  in  the 
bathe  market.  While  this  species  of 
argument  went  down  in  the  prehis¬ 
toric  days  of  the  N.  P.  intelligent  far¬ 
mers  know  just  how  much  weight  to 
place  in  them  now.  D’Alton  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  one  of  the  framers  of  the  N.P. 
aiij  who  but  for  the  stand  taken  by 
him  might  have  been  Premier  to-day, 
utterly  repudiated  the  National  Policy 
at  Picton  the  other  day.  Ho  is  a 
thinking  man,  not  bound  to  any  party 
and  his  testimony  should  bear  weight. 
Col.  O’Brien,  the  man  from  Shanty 
Bay  and  an  old  N.  P.  man,  is  fighting 


Raising  Poultry  for  meat  or  eggs,  is  a 
trade  which  requires  apprenticeship  and 
experience  to  niAke  a  profit  from,  not 
taking  into  accounts  Jiving. /or  one’s 
solf  and  family.  To  be  sure  Itoero  are 
thousands  of  small  flocks  in  ttie  yards 
of  mechanics,  clerks,  hankers  and 
clergymen,  from  which,  it  no  money 
profit  is  realized,  a  lt^rge  profit  in  plea¬ 
sure  and  recreation  is  secured.  As  a 
rtuo  a  small  flock  will  pay  a  better 
profit  than  a  large  one,  proportionately, 
h’r  the  reason  that  fhe  waste  from  tne 
kitchen— bread,  meg  t  and  vegetables— 
from  an  ordtnary^sized  family  will 
nearly  feed  a  flock  of  a  dozen,  while  it 
would  ho  so  small  an  item,  in  a  flock 
large  enough  to  make  a  living  from, 
that  its  benefit  w*uld  bo  hardly  felt. 
The  small  flock  will  also  have  Hotter 
cure  in  various  ways.  The  house  can  be 
kept  in  the  best  sanitary  condition,  and 
the  roof  and  siu’es  proof  against  rain 
and  wind  ;  it  Hr  fowl  la  ailing  it  is  quick¬ 
ly  discovered,  the  cause  found,  and  the 
remedy  applied.  If  tho  number  of  eggs 
suddenly  falls  off,  the  reason  for  it  is 
sought  for,  and  change  made  in  feed  or 
management  to  i  ight  the  wrong.  It  is 
this  personal  c;  jo  and  oversight,  ac- 
ouaintance  with  «mch  bird  of  the  flock, 
that  makes  tiie  small  flock  pay  better 
than  the  large  on<v 
If  it  were  possible  to  give  flocks  of  one 
hundred  or  one  thousand  the  same  pare 
and  attention  qhat  us  given  to  one,  there 
is  no  reason  why  eqsual  returns  should 
not  bo  realized.  Peculiar  qualities  are 
needed  by  tibose  who  go  into  poultry 
raising  wltU  a  view  to  make  it  a  life 
business.  One,  and  the  most  important 
is  love  for  the  work,  a  willingness  to 
work  day  and  night,  a  thorough  system 
that  no  detail  may  iDe  neglected,  that 
every  fTartof  everyday’s  duties  shall  be 
atten  ded  to  pron/pt^y  and  at  the  proper 
timo.  A  littlks  neglect  in  one  part  to- 
da,y,  another  in  some  other  part  to-mor 
row,  will  turn  certain  success  to  as  cer¬ 
tain  failure.  The  location  is  not  the 
most  important  factorhfthoug  if  one  can 
choose  it,  it  will  add  materially  to  the 
chances  for  success  as  wiell  as  to  the 
amount  of  pxofit.  To  be  near  a  good 
market  is  very  desirable,  but  in  these 
days  of  quick  "transport atlor,;  ol.  dace, 
specially  suitable,  is  butter,  even  If  one 
hundred  milee  from  market,  lhan  one 
unsuitable  and  only  ten  miles  away, 
Some  of  the  largest  and  mosf  successful 
market  paultrymen  send  i  enrf^v  and 
eggs  more  than  two  hundred  n7‘-*meu  ed 
the  birds  killed  one  afternoon  arlf,  wi|je 
market  early  next  morning. 

To  be  successful  one  must  be  some¬ 
thing  of  a  merchant  as  well  as  a  noultry- 
uian,  and  muiit  keep  posted  on  the  max- 
kets  for  what  ho  nuys  as  well  ns  for 
what  he  sella.  Any  turn  that  enables 
him  to  save  on  his  feed  bill,  is  so  much 
profit  made  nt  the  start.  It  is  often 
ossible  to  get  better  prices  in  one  mar- 
et  than  in  another,  and  he  should  know 
it  and  take  advantage  of  it.  In  the 
managcMiieixt  of  the  flock,  especially  the 
feeding,  a  sharp  eye  should  he  kept  ;  a 
little  waste  in  each  feed  trough,  will 
amount  to  many  dollars  In  the  course  of 
a  year.  A  good  crop  of  lice  in  any 
house  will  and  the  egg  crop,  and  all 
hope  of  profit  from  that  house.  A  hen 
with  the  roup,  not  taken  care  of.  will 
spread  the  disease  to  tho  others,  and  the 

froflt  and  the  fowls  vanish  together, 
nvallds  and  lazy  people  shoula  never 
attempt  to  go  into  the  poultry  business 
with  the  expectation  of  making  it  a 
means  of  livelihood.— American  Agri¬ 
culturist. _

A 
Kite  Hying  at  the  ludglit  mentioned  will 
a|)|>ear,  even  to  a  casual  observer,  to  be 
nearly, if  not  quite  half  a  mile  above  the 
surface  of  the  earth,  but  a  careful  meas¬ 
urement  of  the  string  and  its  angle  will 
quickly  prove  that  it  could  not  have 
been  more  than  a  fourth  of  a  mile  above 
the  ground. 

Ordinarily  a  kite  will  |yono  higher, 
even  if  more  string  be  paid  out  ;  this  is 
because  the  wind  depresses  the  cord  and 
causes  the  kite  really  to  recede  when  it 
appears  to  rise.  It  lias  been  said  that  it 
is  possible  to  arrange  several  kites  in 
such  a  manner  that  they  will  reach  a 
higher  altitude  than  it  is  possible  to 
attain  with  a  single  kite.  In  this  man- 
n<*r,  where  three,  tour  or  even  a  dozen 
kites  have  been  used,  remarkable 
heights  have  been  reached.  When  more 
than  one  kite  is  used,  only  tin*  main  one 
is  attached  to  the  end  of  the  string,  the 
others  being  attached  along  tin*  main 
line  at  an  average  distance  of  about  12 
feet  apart.

Compressed  Air  For  Cur  (' l riming. 

Railroad  car  cleaning  by  compressed 
air  is  one  of  thy  latest  developments  of 
compressed  air  application,  of  which,  in 
late  years,  there  lias  been  almost  end¬ 
less  *  multiplication.  Attention  was 
drawn  to  it  recently  in  a  report  of  a 
committee  of  the  Master  Car  Builders’ 


inatic  hoists,  pumps  and  other  labor 
saving  apparatus  for  railroad  service. 
Not  the  least  interesting  among  these 
were  the  dusting  nozzles,  which  in  three 
instances  at  least— on  the  West  Shore, 
the  Erie  and  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
and  Pacific  lines— liavo  been  nut  to  use 
with  such  good  results  that  they 
would  seem  to  promise  tho  early 
relegation  to  tho  railroad  curio 
scrap  heap  of  the  conventional  rattan 
heater  and  brush.  These  compressed 
air  dusters,  as  shown  by  tests  made  by 
the  committee,  effect  a  decided  saving 
in  time  in  cleaning  car  cushions,  tho 
average  time  consumed  by  two  men. 
one  operating  one  of  tho  nozzles  ana 
tho  other  handling  the  seats,  in  remov¬ 
ing  the  dust  f  rom  plush  and  springs  of 
2»x>  seats,  cleaning  them  perfectly,  being 
from  27  to  33  seconds  for  each  seat.  The 
air  used  in  these  tests  was  supplied 
from  a  reservoir  at  a  pressure  of  from 
60  to  90  pounds  per  square  inch.  An¬ 
other  test  at  cleaning  by  hand  in  the 
usual  way,  with  beaters  and  brushes, 
showed  the  time  necessary  for  oach  seat 
to  vary  from  three  to  four  minutes,  the 
air  dusters  thus  effecting  a  time  saving 
of  about  *5  per  cent — Cashier's  Maga¬ 
zine.

Then 
after  they  are  properly  secured,  make 
the  jol)  still  more  complete  by  runnings 
stiaml  of  wire  from  the  top  of  the  second 
fence  post  to  tlif  bottom  of  the  third, 
pulling  this  as  tight  as  mav  be.  This 
method  of  bracing  gate  posts  is  simple 
and  at  the  same  time  effective,  ana  lf 
the  work  is  properly  done  and  the  gates  . 
themselves  securely  nailed  together, 
there  need  be  little  difficulty  with  sag¬ 
ging  farm  gates.

be  sunk  in,  say,  fifty  fathoms  of  salt 
water  and  left  thero  for  about  ten 
minutes,  it  may,  when  brought  to  the 
surface,  be  found  partly  fullof  water. 
We  say  “may,”  because  the  pressure  of 
the  superincumbent  mass  of  water  will 
either  force  the  water  through  the 
porous  glass,  force  the  cork  into  the 
Dottle,  or  break  the  bottle. 

By  a  law  of  hydrostatics  the  pressure 
of  water  is  iu  proportion  to  its  vertical 
height  and  Its  area  at  tho  base.  It  is 
reckoned  that  the  pressure  of  water  on 
any  body  plunged  into  it  Is  about  one 
pound  to  the  square  inch  for  every  two 
feet  of  the  depth.  Bottles  filled  with 
fresh  water,  tightly  corked  and  sealed, 
have  been  sunk  to  groat  depths  In  tho 
ocean,  and  where  tne  enormous  pres¬ 
sure  has  not  burst  the  bottles  it  has 
driven  in  the  cork  and  displaced  the 
fresh  with  salt  water.  Pieces  of  wood 
havo  been  weighed  and  sunk  in  the  sea, 
with  the  result  that  the  tissues  havo  be-

These  woods 
range  from  pure  wlflte  to  j«-t  black  in 
I  color,  mid  many  of  them  are.  most  beau¬ 
tifully  marked  arid  veined.  Some  of  them 
are  so  hard  that  they  turn  the  edges  of 
|  axes,  chisels  and  other  tools,  w  hile  the 
hand  saw  cuts  them  only  slowh  .  In  the 
Columbian  Exposition  there  wen*  many 
displays  of  little  known  woods,  and  the 
finest  of  them  Wtro  those  from  Argon- 
lino  Republic,  Brazil  and  other  South 
American  countries.  Sum  *  of  those 
southern  woods  \  ielded  to  the  t-  etli  of  the 
j  band  saw  not  the  ordinary  iawdii*l,  hut 
fine  powder, flrte  as  the  finest  flour. ■  hat  d 
were  the  woods.  Some  of  them  burned 
but  slowly.  Others  possess  qualitiw* 
that  keep  them  tree  from  insects.  Sortie 
of  them  seem  to  be  practically  indc 
Structlble  by  air  and  water.  Ail  along 
i  the  eastern  slopes  of  the  Andes,  up  to 
1  the  snow'  lino  on  thoso  great  elevations, 
throughout  all  the  great  river  valleys, 
and  in  somo  of  the  wide  areas  of  level 
country  in  South  America,  are  great 
foresti  of  fine  woods  that  are  especially 
fit  for  the  finest  cabinet  and  furniture 
work,  and  also  fer  shipbuilding,  car¬ 
pentry  and  other  industrial  arts  in  which  1 
wood  is  the  “raw  material.”  These 
great  forests  Are  now  aii  unknown  quan  ! 
tity  In  the  commercial  w*  rid,  hut  they  | 
will  come  rapidly  into  tho  knowledge  of 
men  and  into  industrial  use  when  once 
the  railroad  has  reached  them.  Before 
manr  years,  it  is  safe  to  predict,  the 
South  American  and  Central  American 
republics  will  he  threaded  by  railroads, 
and  then  those  wonderful  woods  will  he 
drawn  upon  to  supply  tho  demand  lor 
now  and  fine  woods  In  all  the  civilized 
countries.

Earopenu  Armies  Making  Good  l*e  of 
,  Electricliv 

Recent  accounts  of  military  cvoluticn* 
in  Europe  go  to  show  that  great  pro 
gross  is  being  made  iu  the  utilization  of 
both  the  telegraph  and  the  telephone, 
especially  in  cavalry  work.  During  fho 
late  cavalry  maiyeOMtfes  iu  England  the 
field  telegraph  accoB^iod  the  cavalry 
at  a  trot,  th  wt  ^h^^Bid  as  fast  as 
the  cavalry  When  tho 

cavalry  retired  ir^p^Hbled  up  with 
equal  rapidity.  It  ioTmaerstood  that 
this  deuionst ration  of  the  possibility  of 
the  telegraph  wire  being  used  with 
cavalry  will  lead  to  an  extension  of  the 
scope  of  the  telegraph  organization  in 
tho  British  army. 

In  telephone  work,  an  interesting  ex 
nerlmeut  between  Berlin  and  Potsdam 
is  reported.  A  telephone  line  was  laid 
on  the  inarch  by  two  cavAlry  patrols, 
each  consisting  of  an  officer  and  two 
under  officers.  One  patrol  started  from 
Berlin,  tho  other  from  Potsdam,  very 
early  in  the  morning.  Each  patrol  was 
furnished  with  a  complete  telephone 
set  and  a  supply  of  n-els,  each  of  which 
contained  about  a  mile  of  -deel  wire. 
Tho  end  of  the  wire  was  connected  to 
the  town  circuits  iu  Berlin  aud  Potsdam 
respectively,  and  the  reel  was  so  fixed  on 
a  carrier  that  th**  wire  could  unroll  as 
the  cavalryman  rode  along.  A  second 
man  rode  behind,  and,  catching  the 
wire  with  a  sort  or  fork  on  the  end  ot‘ 
hi*  lance,  by  which  it  wah  made  about 
half  as  long  again,  threw  it  into  the 
upper  branches  of  the  trees  lining  the 
road.  The  officer  wont  first,  ami  the 
I'vo'  men  running  the  wire  were  about 
thirty  pace*  apart.  When  the  first  reel 
was  elliptic!  they  halted.  The  tele¬ 
phone  was  connected,  and  a  horn  blown 
to  signal  tne  stalling  |>oiiit.  from  which 
an  answering  signal  was  sounded.  After 
a  talk  over  th  •  wire  the  new  reel  was 
joined  u|>,  and  the  process*  continued. 
Midwav  h-t ween  the  dtie*  the  patrols 
met.  the  wires  were  joined  together, 
and  speech  was  found  to  he  perfecV. 
The  order  was  then  given  to  take  up 
•the  circuit,  aud  each  patrol,  reeling  up 
all  the  way,  worked  back  to  its  starting 
point.  The  laying  of  over  thirty  miles 
of  wire  took  only  four  hours. 

The  French  are  also  alive  to  the  Ini* 
portanec  of  the  telephone  iu  fenny  man¬ 
euvering.  Each  regiment  of  Vretich 
infantry  is  now  supplied  with  two  port, 
able  tclcphouo  instrument*,  between 
tluvr  and  four  miles  of  wire,  carried  on 
bobbins  hv  men,  a  light  bamboo 
and  two  forked  |k>1«*a.  IW  the  use  V 
these  appliances,  communication  is  in 
HtautU  established  ii\  billots  between 
regimental  and  brigade  headquarter* 
or  from  any  of  the  outposts  to  tho  rear.*
